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Apollo 15 safely on way 
toward moon exploration 


C APE K E N N E D Y (U P I) - 
Apollo 15’s astronauts rocketed 
from earth, performed a critical 
space 
m aneuver, 
and 
sped 
toward

explore jagged mountains and a 
deep canyon in quest of evidence 
of the lunar beginning. 
After a flaw less launch from 
Cape 
Kennedy, 
at 9:34 a m. 
EDT,

a half tim es, then headed out 
toward the moon. And at 1:05 
p.m .

m aneuver 
sent 
flight 
com m ander David R. Scott, 39, 
a veteran of two previous space 
ventures, 
and

J a m es B. Irwin. 41. and Alfred 
M. 
Worden, 
39, 
speeding 
at 
24,154 m iles an hour toward a 
Friday landing on the moon. 
The docking w as 
in 
sharp 
contrast with the experience of 
last February’s Apollo 14 flight 
in 
which 
six 
attem pts 
were 
required to achieve the docking. 
“ Hard dock! ” cam e the word 
from Worden when the linkup 
occurred. 
The spacecraft, setting out on 
m ankind’s 
fourth 
and 
most 
scientific visit to the moon, was 
about 4,000 m iles from earth 
when 
the 
critical 
docking 


operation w as com pleted. 
“ Looks like w e ’ve got a good 
LM (lunar module) in there," 
reported Scott after the c o m ­ 
mand module nosed in toward 
the landing vehicle.

EYiday evening, the Falcon 
lunar vehicle carrying Scott and 
Irwin is scheduled to set down 
on the m oon’s surface at a risky 
site between a 1,000-foot deep 
canyon

Mountains, two to three m iles 
high. 
On Saturday they will be the 
seventh and eighth m en —all 
American —to walk the surface 
of the moon, arriving two years 
and a week after Apollo H put 
Neil A. Armstrong and Edward 
El Aldrin there in “ one giant 
leap for mankind." 
Scott and Irwin will explore 
the 
mountain 
base 
and

valley in an electric-powered, 
w ire-wheeled $8 million space 
automobile.

em p loy

high-pow ered 
cam eras and radiation sensors 
to map one-eighth of the lunar 
surface, picking out detail as 
sm all as a picnic table from an 
altitude of 69 miles.

In all, their ship will rest on 
the moon's surface for 67 hours. 
Scott and Irwin are scheduled 
to blast off the lunar surface 
Monday afternoon and return to 
the mother ship. On Wednesday, 
the Astronauts will launch a 
satellite which is to circle the 
moon for a year, transmitting 
data by radio 
The new lunar explorers are 
scheduled for splash down in the 
Pacific north of Hawaii on Aug. 
7, bringing back more sam ples, 
more m iles of film and more 
data than the total produced in 
all previous moon trips.

This includes 
a pay raise that

em ployes on Jan. 1 this year that 
totals m ore than $80,000 and another 
rai.se that went into effect the first 
of 
this 
month 
totaling 
another 
$106,6(K) 
The most recent pay raise will be 
good only until the end of this year 
— six months - and city em ployes 
will once again negotiate for pay 


in c r e a ses, 
accord in g 
to 
City 
.Administrator Gene Wählers. 
The six month increase, $106,600, 
is 
alm ost 
equal 
to 
the average 
annual increase in total salaries and 
w ages each year since the 1966-67 
fiscal year, t h a t average is a little 
over $111,000. 
The salaries and w ages portion of 
this 
y e a r ’s 
prelim inary 
budget, 
presently being studied by the city 
council, is m ore than $2 1 million for 
212 em ployes, including five city 
council m em bers 
The 1970-71 budget considered last 
year at this tim e had a .salaries and 
w ages portion that totaled more 
than $1.9 million for 216 em ployes.

penny was not a good-luck 
piece, but a portion of Star- 
gell’s fringe benefits 
In addition to his salary of 
not less than $50,(XKl a year, 
Stargell. the P i r a t e s ' left 
f i e l d e r , plays for small 
change. When *he returns to 
his position after getting a 
hit. fans in the l e f t - f i e l d 
stands at Three Rivers Sta­ 
dium r e w a r d him with a 
shower of coins or. perhaps, 
if It was a single, something 
less than a shower.

Stately, plump Wilver Dor- 
nell Stargell is a man of ex­ 
treme dignity, but his dig­ 
nity does not prevent him 
from s t o o p i n g for coins. 
When the game is over, he 
puts the coins in a box. 
When the season is over, he 
will give the contents of the 
box to a foundation for the 
study of sickle cell anemia, 
a blood disease which main­ 
ly afflicts black people.

\\ ore it not tor the tact that it has turned its eyes away, 
the world would bo witnessing one of the great atrocities 
of all time in the continued suppression of East Pakistan 
or Bang la Desh, as the would - be independent state

The world ignores the Bengali tragedy at its peril For 
the massive migration ol six million people driven 
from their homes by terror and military oppression is, of 
course, the symptom, the storm warning of what could 
possibly turn out to be the most serious threat to world 
peace since the Cuban missile crisis.

The internal pressures on India to clean up the 
situation in East Pakistan are immense, says Duke. But 
the sobering deterent is not West Pakistan President 
Yahya Kahn s inevitable retaliation. It is Red China s 
policy ot support for Pakistan and what that portends. 
The Soviet Union on the other hand has pledged 
unconditional assistance to India Thus there is in the 
situation the very real potential of a Sino - Soviet 
confrontation 
and all that that portends. 
The IRc mission was able to verify that the reports on

atrocities which brought about the tirst wave ot the 
exodus were true Peoole were taken out ot their homes 
and machine - gunned in the streets. Men, women and 
children were bayoneted to death Women were raped. 
Much of the terror continues. 
Realizing that it can only do so much, the IRC has 
wisely decided to focus its efforts on assisting the 
professional people among the refugees — teachers, 
doctors, writers, artists, scientists — who were especial 
targets oi the West Pakistan government and upon whom 
the survival of the Bengali nation depends. 
There are about 25,000 of these, including 1,000 
physicians and 10,000 teachers of all levels. It was the 
conclusion of the mission that the most productive way 
of alleviating the plight of these groups is to offer them 
paid employment in the refugee camps, and thereby 
meet some of the vital needs of the m asses of refugees. 
How many of them can be put to work, however, 
depends exclusively on the amount of money the 
International Rescue Committee can raise. 
“ Yet after an initial surge of public support for the 
Bengali refugees, a public apathy seems to have set in." 
says Duke. 
Could some of this apathy be the result of simple 
disgust with world power politics? The tragedy is, after 
all, no “ act of God," like the typhoon which struck East 
Pakistan last year, but is just one more example of 
m an’s infinite capacity for inhumanity toward man. West 
Pakistan began the horror, and West Pakistan could stop 
it. 


In the meantime, the U.S. government continues to 
take the view that it is an “ internal affair 
of a 
sovereign state — and continues to send military 
assistance to West Pakistan.

computerized world Sen. Sam Ervin 
of North Carolina holds to an old - 
fashioned belief in the right of free 
expression and free associaton as 
underwritten by the constitution. 
Orating in his orotund voice, waving 
his arm s, a pile of law books on the 
desk before him, he could stand in 
for Senator Claghorn. 
But the caricature is deceptive. A 
student of constitutional law. he has 
the courage of his conviction. That 
was demonstrated once again in his 
successful 
fight 
on 
President 
Nixon's executive order reviving the 
list of subversive organizations and 
turning authority to review it over 
to the subversive activities control 
board. 
Ths would 
have 
given the SACB a 
function it has not 
had, except in the 
most limited sense, 
in the 21 years of its 
existence by finding 
an organization to 
be 
subversive 
— 
fascist, communist, 
totalitarian or one 
of 
several 
other 
designations in the 
order — 
the SACB would fix 
e m p l o y m e n t 
in 
government. Security officers in 
each government departm ent would 
be bound to consider membership in 
an organization the board had found 
to be subversive as reason to deny 
employment to an applicant. The 
only recourse for the individual 
would be in the courts, a long and 
costly procedure. 
It is this kind of sweeping power 
that Ervin equates with thought 
control. His wrath was stirred by a 
provision of the executive order 
specifying “ unlawful advocacy" as 
one test of whether an organization 
is 
s u b v e r s i v e . 
P l a i n l y 
unconstitutional 
under 
the 
first 
amendment, he trumpets. 
Ervin is far from alone in his 
co n cern 
over 
the 
se rie s 
of 
repressive 
m easures 
that 
have 
come out of the Departm ent of 
Justice 
with 
the 
White 
House 
blessing. 
With 
one 
hand 
the 
President is courting the Chinese 
communists. With the other he is 
supporting 
m easures 
that would 
circumscribe the freedom of all 
Americans. The calculated violence 
of the new left is for Nixon partisans 
a Justification for repressive laws. 
Civil libertarians took as a signal 
of the President's move to the right 
on thedomestic scene his nomination 
of Otto Otepka to a second term on 
SACB. 
Otepka 
lost 
his 
State 
Departm ent security job when he 
wasfound to have passed department 
papers to Jay G. Sourwine, chief 
counsel of the Senate’s Internal 
Security Subcommittee. Thereafter 
he became tor the extrem e right a 
cross between Joan of Arc and 
George Washington. His passionate 
advocates were bent on seeing him 
vindicated. 
Opponents traced his connections 
with various rightist groups, such as 
the Liberty Lobby, which made a 
movie glorifying him, “ The Otto 
Otepka 
Story. ’ 
Denying 
any 
connection 
with Liberty Lobby’s 
founder. Willis Carto, pro*Nazi in 
many 
of 
his 
pronouncements, 
Otepka never the less called it a 
“ re sp e c ta b le 
or gani zat i on 
— 
patriotic." 
In 1968 candidate Nixon is said to 
have made a promise to Sen Strom 
Thurmond and the late Everett 
McKinley Dirksen that he would 
“ take care of Otepka." But his 
secretary 
of 
State, 
William 
P. 
Rogers, refused to reinstate Otepka, 
as had Rogers’ predecessor, Dean 
Rusk 
Tf\e answer was SAUB 
Another move putting power in 
the hands of the subversive hunters 


— subversive being all too often 
equated with dissent — was when 
the Department of Defense turned 
over to the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee 
the 
Van 
Deman 
papers. This is a list of 250,000 
names of communists or suspected 
communists put together by an 
arm y colonel of intelligence, now 
dead, and his wife. Asked about the 
Van Deman papers and what the 
committee intends to do with them, 
Sourwine 
simply 
repeats, 
“ no 
com m ent.’’ “ Transfer of the papers 
to Sen Jam es Eastland, chairman 
of the full judiciary committee, is 
said to have been handled by J. Fred 


Buzhardt, general counsel of the 
Defense Department, who was once 
T h u r m o n d ’s 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
assistant. 
Several of Thurmond’s former 
associates have been given positions 
in which they can exercise power 
over the subversive area. It is a 
tribute to Thurmond's man in the 
White House, Harry Dent, and the 
Nixon southern strategy. As for that 
other southerner, Sam Ervin, he 
fires away without fear or favor at 
the enemies of freedom as he sees 
them.

as inability to find a

wanted by the interested parties, 
including the United States and the 
Soviet Union.

Initially, 
the 
United 
States 
proposed concentrating on defensive 
systems, the antiballistic missiles, 
while the Soviet Union advocated 
discussing 
limitations 
on 
both 
offensive and defensive weapons. To 
get the talks under way, the United 
States agreed in principle that both 
should be discussed, only to have the 
Soviet Union later switch and insist 
that restrictions on ABMs be dealt 
with 
first, 
to 
be 
followed 
by 
arrangem ents on other weapons. 


After some pulling and hauling, 
Washington 
agreed. 
President 
Nixon’s subsequent announcement 
deliberately gave the impression of 
a major concession to Moscow. But 
in truth, he “ reluctantly" agreed to 
talk first about what the United 
States had wanted to talk about all 
along. 


This is the secret of successful 
negotiation. 
Secretary of State William Rogers 
is 
particularly 
good 
at 
this 
technique. 


His task is to move from country to 
country, personally or through his 
diplomats, making proposals and 
observing 
reactions 
until 
he 
determines what other parties want. 
He keeps discussion going until they 
come up with an approach that also 
meets United States objectives and 
which he can then act on, swiftly or 
“ reluctantly," 
as 
circumstances 
dictate 


This is how Rogers has been 
operating in the Mideast and it is the 
technique by which the President 
hopes to reach agreements with 
countries — the Soviet Union, Egypt 
and mainland China — with which 
underst andi ngs 
have 
seem ed 
difficult or impossible in the past. 
The aim is, at a minimum, to 
reduce areas of crisis sufficiently so 
that the United States will be able to 
meet 
international 
commitments 


with 
resources 
which 
are 
not 
unlimited. 
The ultimate hope, of course, is to 
reduce tensions so that major wars 
can be averted and smaller conflicts 
defused.
